Mix these thoroughly, and 
cover with a dressing made with a cup 
of cream, a leaspoohful of vinegar, a 
little mustard, red pepper, and salt, 
The remains of cold chicken or tur- 
key may be utilized by taking the 
meat from ihe bones, chopping it, 
and mixing it with an equal qaantity of 

raw cabbage finely shredded. Sprin- 
kle well with celery-salt, and pour

Dear Editor Journal :— Rev. Dr, 
(billaudet, having greeted the deaf 
mutes with peace and love in the 
name of Jesus, delivered a lecture to 
a large silent assembly in the rooms 
of the St. I'aul's, Troy, N. Y., on the 
evening of last Saturday; the 18th. 
His subject was " Is life worth living?'' 
Nay. But a conscientious life is 
worth living. He gave the beautiful 
but aflecting illustration of Lazarus 
and the rich man in the Bible. Life 
is vanity of vanities. How a rich 
man never is happy who loves riches; 
when he dies, his riches are given 
awny. 

The deaf-mutes were much pleased 
that ltev. Dr. Oallaudet relumed to 
Troy oil the 18th, to lecture. We 
know that he has been a great help to 
the society since he first came to this 
city, and he will be greatly missed 
whenever thi! time comes for him to 
have. He preached a sermon to 
many deaf-mutes, whe were present in 
the St. Paul's church in Albany, last 
Sunday afternoon, and he administered 
communion to about ten of them. 
He, afterwards, held an informal talk 
about his misi.ion to the deaf mutes 
in the Slate.

Last Sunday, in the evening, the 
Rev. Gallaudet had a combined service 
with Bev. Mr l'ouder, at the Trinity 
Church, Laiisiiigburgh. He spoke to 
the congregation about, deaf-mute edu 
cation, and gave few illustrations as to 
how the sign language was learned. 
The sign language was originated in 
the fourteenth century. The deaf 
mute should have the prayer book 
with them at home, and when they 
assemble in the church with their 
friends, niii-d. never part with the prayer 
hook which guides them to a better and 
peaceable life. His discourse was long 
and spirited.
